During recent weeks several 
campuses of the University of 
California and the Stete College 
system have been the scene of 
incidents of violence and disorder 
which have resulted in persona] 
injury, property damage and 
disruption of educational activi- 
ties. 

Reagan requested that the Re- 
gents and the Board of Trustees 
take immediate action to estab- 
lish clear guidelines for the 
administrators of each campus 
within their jurisdiction, so that 
law and order can be preserved, 
The following principles have 
been suggested: 


1. Acts of violence, vandalism 
and disturbing the peace, which 
are not tolerated anywhere else 
in the community, will not be 
tolerated on our campuses. 

2. Local police agencies have 
jurisdiction over university end 
ecllege facilities, which are part 
of the city and county in which 
they are Inecated. Vhere univer 
sity or state college police forces 
are organized on the campus, 
their jurisdiction is concurrent 
with that of the local police and 
when the campus police re. 
sources are insufficient to pre- 
vent and/or control criminal 
activity of any sort, the local 
police should be immed a‘ely 
called in, 

3. When criminal activity 
occurs on the campus, adminis- 
trators, faculty members and 
students have a responsibility 
to notify the police (as do any 
other citizens) to coordinate with 
the police in their handling of the 
Situation and to serve as a witness 
in court, if necessary. 

4. Campus administrators 
shall give full cooperation to 
police agencies in maintaining 
liasun and coordination for the 
prevention of criminal activity 
and law violations when they 
receive advance information for 
such an anticipated conduct. 


Also in response to this situa- 
tion, Assembly Speaker, Jesse 
Unruh demanded an immediate 
legislative investigation. Unruh 
said he would introduce a resolu- 
tion in the Legislature asking 
the Assembly Education Com- 
mittee to begin an on the spot 
Study of the San Francisco 
situation after adjournment of 
the specia! session, 

“Neither the Legislature nor 
the people of California can con- 
done the senseless violence which 
occurred at San Francisco State”’ 
Unruh said. 

Unruh also called for the im- 
mediate and permanent suspen- 
sion from any pubiic college or 
university in the state “of any 
student convicted of unlawful 
conduct in connection with these 
riots.” 

He also added “‘It also appears 
that several San Francisco State 
faculty members were instru- 
mental! in organizing and partici- 
pating in this riot, These persons 
should be summarily dismissed 
from their teaching positions and 
barred from any future employ- 
ment in our university and college 


system.”’

In one feil swoop, the State College Board of Trustees, under the 
leadership of Board members, Governor Ronald Reagan and State 
School Superintendent Dr. Max Rafferty, have employed a scorched- 
earth policy in attempting to provide Californians with a panacea 
for student unrest. Unfortunately, the move is a political maneuver 
designed to endear Reagan to Americans—not just Californians— 
who are fed-up with student violence on college campuses and on 
streets in front of military induction centers. 

It appears he may have succeeded. 

Where do matters stand following Saturday’s kangaroo-court style 
meeting of the Trustees? Governor Reagan is a national hero; State 
College presidents are in a position toassume, unjustly, the blame for 
faults within the State College system; students have lost many of 
their rights to judicial appeal within the educational system; and 
scape-goat San Francisco State College President John Summerski!l 
has had his head thrust under an already-falling guillotine. 

Lamentating of injustice will get students nowhere, Saturday’s 
meeting proves that point, Near insurgency on college campuses has 
not had the hoped-for effect which ultraliberals heretofore have 
predicted. Instead of scaring most Americans into accepting their 
platforms for reform, violence-advocating liberals have forced 
conservatives, moderates and even non-violent liberals to fight back, 
to over react, And the Johnny-to-the-rescue happens to be a Ronny- 
to-the-rescue, His actions on Saturday have betrothed him to the 
millions of people appalled at campus anarchy, no matter what the 
cause, 

Whenever a student is found to have participated in any activity 
disruptive to the normal campus atmosphere, the college president 
now has no other recourse but to suspend that student. Do not blame 
the college president; do not blame the student who demonstrates 
peaceably. Indeed, do not blame anybody; it is too late for that. Just 
realize that the violence, the anarchy is beginning to wear thin on most 
Americans, who never supported the majority of the protests in the 
first place.

The minority editorial 
‘“‘Where’s Your Head’’ is aptly 
titled. Phil Sugar recognized the 
basic issues concerning the 
dearth of CJA. recruiting activity 
on campus last Wednesday; 
‘‘What is the role of the College? 
Is the College an open market 
place for all ideas, or is it 
an institution for creating so- 
cial change’?”’ 

He also recognizes ‘‘free 
speech’’ and ‘‘free inquiry’’ 
as issues and as being inherent 
in the role of the College as a 
market place of ideas, With re- 
gards to the ‘‘debate or else’’ 
Senate resolution he states, ‘‘Ra- 
ther than denying free speech, it 
denies access to the campus for 
a group to recruit if they are 
unwilling to make their views 
pubiic.’’ Unfortunately Mr. Su- 
gar fails to see what else the 
resolution does. 

1, The resolution is redundant. 
It guarantees the student nothing 
more than can be expected ina 
persona! interview, 

2. The resolution denies a cor- 
poration the right to remain silent 
and therefore denies its right of 
freedom of speech and inquiry. 
Is this to be expected in ‘‘a 
market place of all ideas,’’ is 
this inherent in the ‘‘role of 
the College’’’ 

3. The resolution restricts the 
students’ freedom of inquiry by 
advocating denial of access to 
the campus for recruitment pur- 
poses if a corporation refuses 
public debate which is entirely 
within its rights as an ent'ty. 

The restrictive nature of the 
resolution is voiced in its uni- 
lateral approach to the debate 
issue; ‘‘You are free to debate 
publicly or recruit elsewhere.”’ 

Freedom is a bilateral agree- 
ment and Mr. Sugars’ unilateral 
defense of the resolution as a 
guarantee of free speech and free 
inguiry is not logical nor is it 
consistent with the purpose of the 
College. 

Mr. Sugar believes that the 
CIA is detrimental to our soci- 
ety and should not be tolerated 
because (he here equates the 
CIA with the Nazi SS), ‘‘both 
close off debate, both suppress 
free speech with their activities, 
and both are a reai threat to our 
freedom,”’ 

Actually our society has less 
to fear from the CIA than it has 
from the unilateral freedom 
legislation that the Senate has 
produced and the unilatera) in- 
terpretations of freedom by cer- 
tain dissenters.

the public but in an even stronger attempt to appease the Trustees. 
Much verbage was produced; some of it adequately discribing campus 
Situations and some of it advising the public sphere that they also 
forsake evil and are working to uphold the rights of the oppressed 
majorities. 

The only action that emerged above the public relations level was 
a call to develop, perfect and determine definitive bounds of ju risdic-, 
tion for campus disciplinary procedures (i.e. San Jose State Studeni 
Court is recognized by the San Jose District Attorney as a legitimate 
and competant judicial body). 

The events of the day boil down to this: upon reaching crises 
proportions, problems leave the realm of acadernia and reasoned 
consideration and enter the arena of politics, re-elections and bond 
issues. Such was the arena last Friday in Los Angeles. 

Most of the campuses have not yet exp!oded but when campus 
ieaders attempt to buy a little time, realizing the problem late but 
perhaps not too late, they are severely criticized with charges of 
appeasement and harrassment of legislative investigations. 

You have probably followed several of the actions of the Student 
Senate this year and if you are a typical student from this campus 
you have complaints about these actions. If you have bothered to look 
at the Senate debates closely you would see that several of us have 
gotten tired of a paper government, we have pushed the recurring 
theme—-put-up or shut-up. We have made mistakes, but I sincerely 
feei we have come closer to solutions to real problems than others 
who proceed by secure inactivity. 

On the issue of campus disturbance | have said and will continue 
to say to the student government—act, don’t wait until you are called 
upon to react. The difficulty comes in that this issue is so dynamic 
and dangerous that the Student Senate must be able to join in concerted 
campus-wide action with all individuals and power structures, 

We must receive the creative support of everyone to prevent all 
of us from becoming the expendable pawns on the chess board of 
re-election. Get together with anyone, any-group and forum and talk 
about possible solutions that are both equitable and practical. Your 
Senators and I have posted office how's. Dr. Robert Johns claims to be 
available. I am sure that the members of the Academic Senate will 
make themselves available. Bring your proposals to the surface. 

We are going to need to pool all the creativity this campus is 
capable of mustering for if we fail or delay too long, academia will 
be gone and Reagan martia! law will prevail. Reagan strongly launched 
his program today, we are already behind. Take a look at the campuses 
around you and across the nationand judge for yourself how much time 
we have left for academic self-determination. 

I will address this understanding Wednesday at 4:00 at the Student 
Senate meeting. I invite you to come and help begin a campus-wide 
search for solutions to one of the most important and immediate-yet 
elusive-problems facing California education today.

Presidential Primary 
Will Poll Student Opinion 


NEW YORK — A collegiate presidential primary, involving 
nearly 2500 colleges and several million students, will be held simul- 
taneously on campuses across the country on Apri! 24, 1968. Leaders 
of student organizations at more than 200 major universities have 
already asked to participate in the vote. Announce ment of Choice 68, 
National Collegiate Presidential Primary and an invitation to take 
part will go out to 2200 additiona’ colleges this week. 


Choice 68 is being run by a Board of Directors composed of eleven 
student leaders, each from a different region of the country. The 
Board is establishing guidelines for the Primary. designing the ballot 
and providing overal! direction and leadership. 

Schools represented by the Board are the University of California 
at Berkeley, Kansas State Teachers College, University of Texas, 
Fordham University, University of Wisconsin, University of Utah, 
University of Tennessee, Michigan State University, Yale University, 
Georgia Institute of Technology, University of Oregon. 

Administrative costs are being underwritten by TIME magazine 
as a public service. Results of the Primary will be freely available 
to all media, 

Initial response by student leaders has been highly favorable. 
According to Robert G. Harris, Executive Director of ‘‘Choice 68,” 
formerly student body president of Michigan State University, ‘‘college 
men and women see the Primary as a meaningful political activity 
and a monumental opportunity to make themselves heard in an 
effective way." 

in addition to indicating their choice of presidential candidates, 
students will also have a chance to vote on certain issues of national 
concern. The selection of these issues will also be made by the Board 
of Directors. 

In its informational prospectus on Choice 68, the Board explained 
the philosophy behind the idea this way: ‘‘Never in the nation’s history 
have so many college students been so well informed about the 
major issues of the day...yet they have had little opportunity to 
express their views in a unified, coherent manner. 

“Choice 68 offers students the opportunity to express their 
preference on Presidential candidates and selected issues — to speak 
for the first time as a body politic.’’ 

According to its spokesman, *‘The Board expects to turn out upwards 
of two million votes on campus, enough to command the nation’s 
consideration and attention.”’

A series of six faculty lectures 
by the Department of Philosophy 
will be presented at Sacramento 
State College beginning to- 
day.

1935 that the first book on lo- 
lice Science was published.

Since 1935 a sizable body of 
knowledge has been gathered, 
siong with a code of ethics and 
a set of minimum standards 

“When i started out in 1936 
Weston recalled, folks hada say 
ing Unat the best policeman came 
off the seat of @ taxi or the back 


of a truck.”’ He grinned, **Those 
days are gone forever.’ 

Weston credits the Inter- 
rations! Association of Chiefs 


of Police with making the first 
move to upgrade police work. The 
West Comst was ahead of the 
Fast on this point. One of the 
earliest police science courses 
in this country was taught at San 
Jose State College, Weston said. 

The Internationa! Association 
of Chiefs of Police rates the 
SM program as one of the three 
top police science programs in 
the nation. 

“We are turning out police- 
men and policewomen with more 
reasons to be honest, ethical 
and more! because of their 
broader concepts of life in gen- 
erai,’’ Weston explained 

Leo Hiertoghe, Weston's col- 
league, said that students who 
mroll in Police Science with a

mechanical attitude rarely last, 
because SSC does not teach that

to the youngsters she counsels, 

Susie believes that ''h mpathy 
is one foot in the door.’’ Kids 
fee! this closeness, this involv- 
ment immediately and almust 
aiways they respond to the per- 
son who cares. 

Questioned about the Supreme 
Court decisions, Susie said, ‘As 
& student, | don’t fee! that the 
Supreme ‘Court decisions are 
necessarily restrictive. But I 
do think they make the policeman 
and policewoman more aware of 
people's rights.”’ 

If the trend to raise standards 
and the status of the police is not 
entirely new, the court decisions 
which have made such improve - 
ments imperative instead of aca- 
Jemic certainly are. 

The two major decisions are 
the Escobedo decision of 1064 
and the Miranda decision of 1966. 
These decisions, on top of the 
1955 California ruling that evi- 
dence obtained illegally cannot 
be admitted as evidence, left

All of the Department instruc - 
tors Gammage, fuller Weston, 
Hertoghe and Malnicoe disagree 
with such negative thinking. 

**l think policemen better quit 
bellyaching about the courts and 
about the decisions,"’ Meinicoe 
says. ‘lt is the law and police- 
men and policewomen are going 
w have to live with it, If we have 
to learn new things, so be it,” 

The Police Science department 
faculty and students believe in law 


and order but abhor police 
brutality. 
Coed police science majors 


admit that their choice of careers 
presents problems 

“It's a constant challenge,” 
said Susie ‘‘and it's interesting 
because no two cases will ever 
be the same. The challenge comes 
because so many people are cri- 


tical, Even some relatives and 
friends .”’ 
This criticism only makes
